Successful negotiation of a
new mercantile contract, cover:
ing several Hundred retail stores
and somé 800 clerks in the har-
bor area was anndunced this
week by Haskell Tidwell, secre-
tary .of Retail Clerks Local No,
905 and John T. Binkley, coun-
sel for the Harbor Arca Em-
ployers' Council,

Under the new agreement, em-
ployers granted clerks a blanket
weckly Jincrease of $6 a week
in wages, in all classifications.
A ‘health-welfare (group insur-
ance) program also was agreed
upon covering all clerks and
costing the employers $2 per
week per clerk. The' contract
now is effective and runs
through January 31, 1952.

To meet the situation existing
in surrounding communities, the
employers were able. to nego
tiate out of the contract the
Armistice Day * holiday, accord-
ing to Frank 8.
